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Brooks denied extension of medical leave

Sacramento State has denied 
Suzanne Brooks’ latest request for ex- 
tension of medical leave, in effect ter- 
minating her position with the univer- 
sity. 

Brooks had been on medical leave 
from her position as Director of the 
Multi-Cultural Center since March 30, 
1994.

According to Dean of Faculty and 
Staff Affairs David Wagner, Brooks, 
whose leave expired Sept. 15, asked for 
another extension in the first week of 
September, but he recommended to 
Vice President of Student Affairs 
George Wayne that the leave not be 
extended. 

“The position of permanent direc- 
tor of the Multi-Cultural Center has 
been vacant for 18 months,” Wagner

“We decided that it (extending 
Brooks’ leave) would be incompatible 
with the goals of the university,” Wayne 
said. 

According to Wayne, his recom- 
mendation that personnel not extend 
Brooks’ leave of absence prompted 
CSUS President Donald Gerth to re- 
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culty ‘Thursday about the devastation

move Brooks from the university’s 
management plan. ‘ 
According to Wagner, Brooks has 


21 days from the time of refusal to * 


request reconsideration of the deci- 
sion. He said she has yet to request 
reconsideration and would not specu- 
late on whether he thought she would. 

Brooks initially requested a 30-day 
medical leave on March 30, 1994. The 
university continued to pay Brooks 
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through May 1994, whensherequested 
catastrophic leave, designed for em- 
ployees with an illness or injury that 
has totally incapacitated them from 
work. 

Brooks was quoted by the Sacra- 
mento Bee in April 1994 as saying that 
her illness was related to the stress of a 
funding investigation by the university 
after she told the Associated Students, 
Inc. budget committee that she loaned

resulting investigation found that no 
laws had been broken. 

Wayne said last week’s decision 
not to extend Brooks’ leave was based 
primarily on the belief that the absence 
of a permanent director was affecting 
the long-term planning of the Multi-

Bookstore gets complaints 
about textbook availability

Many Sacramento State students 
and faculty members have complained 
about problems with availability or 
delays in obtaining textbooks from the 
CSUS Foundation’s Homet Bookstore 
this semester. 

Journalism and Sociology classes 
are among those that have been af- 
fected by shortages of required texts. 

To some it has created minor prob- 
lems, others have*experienced prob- 
lems on a larger scale. 

Sociology Professor Dean Dom said 
afew students had problems acquiring 
a text for his Sociology 8 class. 

“T checked with the bookstore,” 
Dorn said. “They said they had stocked 
the 65 copies I had requested. What I 
think probably happened was a few 
people bought them planning on taking 
the class and then dropped. It could 
have been a few students picked them 
up by mistake and didn’t return them. 
This is the first time it has ever hap- 
pened.” 

Journalism Professor Shirley Biagi 
reported two of her classes experienced 
a two-week delay in being able to ob- 
tain textbooks. 

“I do know when school started 
they weren’t there and that affected 
about 65-70 students,” Biagi said. “So 
when I asked the bookstore why they 
werent there, they said it was the pub- 
lishers faultbecause they hadn’tshipped 
them by a fast enough method to get 


there in time. But when I talked to the 
publisher, the publisher saidif the book- 
storeknew they were cutting the sched- 
ule soclose they should haverequested 
they be shipped by a faster meth 

Biagialso said this was the first time 
she had ever experienced problems 
with the bookstore. 

Doris Gorin, the textbook manager 
of the Bookstore, said there are a vari- 
ety of reasons textbook shortages occa- 
sionally occur. One is that enrollment 
exceeds the original number of books 
requested..by:.the .professor.. Another 
reason'is sections are added by other 
instructors using the same textbook. 
Often students will purchase a book in 
anticipation of adding the class, thus 


taking one that was originally targeted 
for enrolled students and then fail to 
return it for a refund. The bookstore 
considers historical records of sales 
when determining quantity to order 
and those trendscan sometimes change. 
Sometimes a publisher can have an out 
of stock situation and mustreprintbooks 
before they are available to be shipped 
to stores. 

“I think anytime you are dealing 
with over 4,000 titles there’s going to 
be a few problems. I can’t be 100 
percent, unfortunatley, but] try,*Gorin 
said. “I think any semester things can 
happen. I see it going in trends, I see it

Health insuMATICE plan ASI filling open positions 
available at Sac State

Most students find it hard enough 
paying for tuition, books, and other 
school related expenses, let alone de- 
cent health insurance. As health insur- 
ance costs increase, so does the number 
of students without insurance. 

In an effort to ease the burden of 
health care costs, Associated Students, 
Inc. continues to offer students an acci- 
dent and injury insurance plan that 
includes a wide variety of medical ben- 
efits at an affordable price. 

The insurance plan for CSUS stu- 
dents is meant to supplement the basic 
services provided by the Student Health 
Center. The insurance is available to 
all CSUS students regularly enrolled in 
at least one unit. Outreach, extension 
Students, and some graduate students 
working solely on their theses are not 
eligible. 

The insurance program offers a wide 
range of coverage and many options to 


fit each student’s needs. Eligible de- 
pendents, the insured student’ s spouse 
and/or children, can be covered at an 
additional cost. 

Emergencies such as broken bones, 
major illnesses, overnight hospital 
stays, emergency room visits, and treat- 
ment by a physician or surgeon are all 
covered. Other benefits of this insur- 
ance plan include: maternity care, 
chiropractic care, alcohol and drug treat- 
ment programs, and mental health care. 

Rita Tyk, an administrative assis- 
tantto the ASI Boardand director of the 
student accident and injury insurance 
plan, repeatedly emphasized the im- 
portance of coverage, whether through 
ASI or another plan. With insurance, a 
major injury like a ski accident doesn’t 
turn into a financial disaster. 

“The insurance plan’s cost is quite 
reasonable compared with other insur- 
ance programs,” Tyk said. In fact, 
some private insurance plans cost up to 
twice as much as ASI’s plan. 

The big savings in the student plan 


comes from a combination of factors. 
The relatively healthy population (col- 
lege students), the use of preferred pro- 
viders, and the utilization of the Stu- 
dent Health Center as a starting point 
and clearinghouse for most claims, all 
help keep the costs down. 

“We benefit from one of the best 
student health centers in the state,” Tyk 
pointed out. “They’ve got a full staff 
including nurses, doctors, and even a 


psychiatrist.” 


The two plans available to students 
differ in cost and amount of coverage 
available: 

-A full year of coverage under plan A 
costs a single student $460. The plan has 
a $150 deductible (insured must spend 
this amount before coverage begins), a 
$50,000 maximum for each injury or 
illness, and covers 90 percent of eligible 
expenses if a preferred provider is used. 

-A year’s worth of coverage under 
plan B costs $340. This planhasa$500

With less than half of the board 
positions presently filled, Tuesday’ s 
Associated Students, Inc. Board of 
Directorsmeeting passed rather qui- 
etly and only the most immediate 
issues were addressed. 

After roll call, the Executive Di- 
rector of ASI, Carol Ackerson, ad- 
dressed the board concerning the 
eligibilty of board members. 

She stated that since Amy Sharp, 
who was elected Executive Vice 
President last April, refused to give 
Ackerson permission to access her 


grades, the Executive Director had no 
other choice but to declare Sharp ineli- 
gible to serve on the board. 

~ ASTPresidentJ.P.Werlinsaid, “The 
Amy Springer Sharp issue is over.” 

Sharp was unavailable forcomment, 
buthas said previously that she is wait- 
ing for a grade appeal. 

At this moment, Werlin is inter- 
viewing candidates for four general 
election positions on the ASI Board 
that have been vacated. The status of 


another director, Shu-Wai Chow from 


Arts and Sciences, is also undecided. 
Chow submitted his resignation Tues- 
day to Werlin, but he and Werlin have 
said they are going to discuss the matter 
before any final decisions are made. 


The board also approved plans to 
purchase three new computers for the 
ASI offices. Larissa Mackenzie, who 
has devoted the most time to the matter 
and is ASI’s unofficial “computer 
guru,” advised the board about what 
type of computers the offices would 
need, where they should be purchased, 
andhowmuch money would beneeded. 
Mackenzie said that the computers will 
be purchased sometime soon and that 
they will cost $5,500. 

Mackenzie also announced the cre- 
ation of two new pages on the World

happening in the publishing industry 
when I’m dealing with publishers. 
All of a sudden one year you’!] have 
a really bad year with one publisher 
who can’t fill the demand for the 
books. And I think likewise you might 
have trends changing in terms of 
enrollment and in terms of demand 
for the book.” 

Gorin referred to the CSUS class 
size summary to make her point. The 
first day of instruction there were 
21,343 students enrolled at CSUS, 
by the end of the third week of in- 
struction this figure had climbed to 
22,662. This was an increase of 1,319 


term goals or programs, Wayne 
said. 

“The university has a mission, a 
Multi-Cultural Center and someone 
who is not there,” Wayne said. “And 
somebody needs to be there.” 

Wayne said Valdez will likely re- 
main interim director of the center 
for at least three months, giving 


students suddenly also needing text- 
books, and making demands on a 
supply that was ordered on the basis 
of how many students were enrolled 
before the semester started. 

Gorin said that another problem is 
that faculty members are supposed to 
order textbooks by April 1, for the 
fall semester, and around 15 percent 
of the instructors didn’t place their 
orders for textbooks until August. 

“We’re here to provide the books 
and we want to have the books avail- 
able for the students,” Gorin said. 

“It’s very important to us. The 
student is our customer and likewise 
for the professors, because obviously 
they need the books in order to teach 


Brooks a window of opportunity to 
pursue reconsideration if she 
chooses. 

“The rights of the employee have 
to be considered as well as the needs 
of the university,” Wayne said. 

Wayne said that Valdez will likely 
be appointed acting director of the 
Multi-Cultural Center next semester 


their classes. So I think it is very 
important for us to fill that demand. 
If we can’t do it initially on that 
basis, we will do it on a re-order 
basis.” 

Gorin outlined the policy they fol- 
low in response to book shortages. 

First they try to get information 
from faculty regarding additional 
needs. The Bookstore monitors all 
out of stocks via Casper to see if 
more are needed. As students report 
shortages at the text counter enroll- 
ments are then checked and adjust- 
ments made immediately where 
needed. Special reserve orders can 
be made by students and then a copy 
of that book is held in the students 


fora six-month period while a search 


is conducted to find a permanent _ 


replacement. Wayne said he hopes 
Valdez will be a candidate for the 
permanent position. 

Valdez said that he has enjoyed 
working with the Multi-Cultural Cen- 
ter but would be willing to return to 
Student Activites if asked.

The bookstore accesses its used- 
book wholesalers first because they 
respond much faster, and are able to 
make quicker deliveries than pub- 
lishers. All reorders are treated on a 
rush basis. Ard finally refunds are 
re-shelved on a daily basis. 

Nancy Pennebaker, special assis- 
tant to the executive director of the 
CSUS Foundation, said the recent 
problems are not caused by the book- 
store looking to turn a higher profit. 

“The whole reason the CSUS founda- 
tion was originally founded was torun the 
bookstore,” Pennebaker said. “It’s anon- 
profitorganization toserve the students at 
CSUS.’

deductible, a $20,000 maximum for 
each injury or illness, and pays 80 
percent of eligible expenses when a 
preferred provider is used. 

Each year Tyk works on securing 
the best possible coverage at the lowest 
premiums. For the past several years, 
United Insurance Company has car- 
ried the ASI insurance plan. 


Tyk encourages student input and 
recommendations conceming the insur- 
ance plan. Over the course of the year she 
gathersrequests and inputfrom the Health 
Center and students, then uses this infor- 
mation to add new dimensions to the 
plan’s benefits and coverage. 

Student input from a few years ago for 
more holistic approaches to treatment, 
resultedin the availability of acupuncture 
and substance abuse rehabilitation pro- 


grams. 

Likeallhealth plans, the studentinsur- 
ance plan does have some exemptions. 
‘The policy, as the information brochure 
States, does not cover “pre-existing ill- 
nesses, injuriesand congenital conditions 
which had their inception prior to the 


effective date of coverage.” The guide- _ 


lines and all exemptions are clearly out- 
ae in the plan’s informational bro-

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Reks for the Internet 
would be a mistake 


The article in last week’ s paper claimed that a November 
1994 study of SacLink’s dial-up system by Pacific Bell 
found 52,000 busy signals during a five day period. Ihave 
been using the system every day since school started this 
semester (sometimes dialing in up to ten times a day), and 
have NEVER, EVER gotten a busy signal. I use Saclinka lot 
more than most people do, and was quite surprised to hear 
that there’s this “crisis” over the lack of free dialup lines for 
those who want to use their modems from home to access 
Saclink. 

How exactly was this study conducted? The article said 
that SacLink can support a total of 210 simultaneous con- 
nections. Did Pacific Bell suddenly flood the dialup system 
with, say, 52,2 10calls? If we are charged $12.50 amonth for 
dial-in access, then that’s $112.50 more per school year that 
the average studenthas toshell out in addition to tuition fees, 
books, parking, and every other fee that we have to pay. The 
thing that I don’t understand is that if there are soooo many 
busy signals, and that seemingly NOBODY can get on 
because there aren’t enough modems, then how come every. 
time I type “finger” at the UNIX prompt (to see how many 
people are on the system at any given time) I never see more 
than 50 users logged in? If there’s such a massive shortage 
of dialup lines, then where is the evidence? The only people 
Thear saying that it’simpossible to get through are the people 
at University Computing & Communications.

If they’re going to start charging us to use the Internet 
from home, they should charge us a fee every time we want 
to check out a book from the library.

netted a shot off the far post and past Hayward 
goalkeeper Jared Hathaway less than two min- 
utes into the second half. 

Hayward responded again in the 69th minute 
onapenalty kick from forward Mike Descombaz 
to deadlock the game at 2-2. ; 

But neither the heat nor Hathaway were any 
match for Cavitt, who got off a game-high 
seven shots to lead the Hornets to a 22-16 
overall shot advantage. 

His second goal came after a pass from 
midfielder Shandley Phillips. Cavitt took the 
feed on the right side and fired the ball past 
Hathaway to give the Homets a lead they 
wouldn’t relinquish. 

Clinging to a one goal lead in the final 
minutes, Homet goalkeeper Jeff Fluharty blasted 
a kick down the length of the field. Curtis 
Holmes headed the ball in for an insurance goal 
and the Homets walked away with the victory. 

The win gives the Hornets a 3-4 record with 
10 days off to prepare for the Air Force Invita- 


tional in Colorado Springs beginning Sept. 29.

Let ‘em know 
we're watching 


Idon’tknow if you noticed the small article on 
page A3 of the Sept. 14 Sacramento Bee, but it 
merits a second look. It detailed our state Senate’ s 
rejection of a proposed constitutional amendment 
to require a balanced state budget along with 
forcing lawmakers to forego their expenses and 
salaries each day that the budget is late. The 
amendment was proposed by Sen. Quentin Kopp, 
an independent from San Francisco. The vote was 
18-21. It needed 27 votes to pass. 

One senator, Diane Watson (D-Los Angeles), 
used the “don’ t-punish-us-all-for-the-acts-of-the- 
few” defense, argued that some senators depend 
exclusively on legislative paychecks and com- 
plained in the Bee that “Itis not fair to putus in that 
kind of economic jeopardy.” Apparently, she has 
forgotten what happened toalargenumber of state 
workers not too long ago when the budget wasn’t 
balanced on time. Those fortunate many earned 
niceshiny IOU’s for their efforts instead of acheck 
thatcould’ ve been immediately cashed and.used to 
buy some of the many things that they probably 
needed at the time. 

I’m sure that those fortunate people whole- 
heartedly agree with the senator’s response to this 
amendment. I, for one, wish there were more 
politicians out there like Mr. Kopp, who called our 
State’s history of failing to pass the budget on time 
“appalling.”’ I applaud both him and the other 17 
(since he presumably casta positive vote) senators 
who voted favorably for this amendment. That’s 
practically one-half of the Senate, which gives this 
voter hope. 

But I need your help. You out there (and you 
know who you are) need to get registered, get 
informed, and then make your presence felt at the 
voting booth. Since next year is an election year 
and both the Senate and the Assembly are nar- 


‘ rowly controlled by the Demoerats.and 'Republiz™ 
' cans respectively, your votes will have an impact” 


on the way political business is done in this state. 
Remember though, this is a numbers game, so 
many votes will benecessary to win the tug of war. 

Enough of us must mobilize to descend on the 
polls to ensure that the masses are truly repre- 
sented. Well, you say, it’s a pain in the butt to 
register, getto where you have to go, wait, and then 
finally vote. You just don’t have the time. Let me 
offer this as a motivator: for several days of this last 
week before the end-of-year recess, many bills that 
deserved attention were ignored while the Senate 
and Assembly fought over the division of $1.3 
million dollars in office and staff funds. I’m not 
making this up. It’s there on the front page of our 
local newspaper. 

There is among us a sentiment that politicians 
are “thieves” and “liars” among other unprintable 
things, which expresses itself in the rantings and 
ravings from untold millions of barstools or in 
coffee shop chatteracross the country. Itseemslots 
of time is spent complaining about politicians and 
their ways but little is used in any actual attempt to 
boot the scoundrels out of office. 

Isense theneed formore motivation. Oneof the 
bond measures killed in partisan warfare would 
have generated $3 billion for the construction of 
public schools and colleges and would have gone 
onthe March 1996 ballot. Assembly Republicans 
wanted to pass a billadding a$1.9 billion bond for 
prisons to the school bond, and refused to support 
the school bond by it8elf. Itdied an untimely death, 
but hopefully will rise again during the next ses- 
sion so it has a shot at getting on the November 
1996 ballot. 

We vote for ourselves, and for those that follow. 
We have the opportunity to improve the quality of 
our lives and we have the tool to hammer the 
political structure into whatever shape that we 
desire. The problem here is not that politicians 
seemingly never agree. Politicians are supposed to 
disagree witheach other. They sometimescreate the 
impression of an inefficient government, one that 
lumbers instead of strides into the future. They can’t 
help themselves. The framers of our Constitution 
intended that our government be divided in such a 
way to guarantee that it cannot tyrannize us with 
absolute power. 

However, it’s one thing for the members ofthe 
patties to debate a bill containing something of 
import to us but quite another for them to argue 
over who gets more money or more office space. 
We have to make politicians accountable for 
failing us by their actions. If we don’t take this 
matter into our own hands, then we have no 
grounds to insist that we don’t deserve our fate.

Setencich seizes Assembly’ S reins

Asif the 1995 legislative session didn’t provide 
enough fuel for the cynical fires that are buming in 
the California electorate, the last week of session for 
the California State Assembly saw the third speaker 
in one session elected in a house where Willie 
Brown’s iron fist had governed for 14 years. 

Assemblyman Brian Setencich (R-Fresno), a 
33-year-old freshman lawmaker, was elected to the 
speakership last week by the same coalition of 39 
Democrats that selected Doris Allen (R-Cypress) 
and Willie Brown (D-San Francisco) previously 
this year. 

Voting against the Central Valley Republican 
were 39 of the 41 members of his own caucus 
(Setencich himself and former speaker and Repub- 
lican outcast Doris Allen broke ranks.) 

With the announcement that enough signatures 
had been gathered to hold a recall election against 
her, Allen resigned the speakership on Thursday so 


- she could concentrate her energy on fighting the 


recall attempt. Allen erupted at her Republican 
Giitics, calling them “men with small penises.” 
Setencich, one of the few Republicans to show any 
allegiance to Allen, was then elected to succeed her, 
becoming the youngest person ever to lead the 
Assembly. 

Setencich, whose political career began four 
years ago with his upsetelection to the Fresno City 
Council, is not known as a legislative powerhouse 
around the Capitol. He has beennicknamed “Forrest 
Gump” by his colleagues, and has drawn the wrath 
of the Assembly Republican Caucus, which, de- 
Spite its winning amajority in the 1994 elections, has 
been outfoxed three times in speakership votes this 
year. However, Setencich does notseem tohold the 
same contempt for his fellow Republicans his 
predecessor Allen showed. According to Assem- 
blyman Richard Katz (D-Panorama City), “Even 
those who were out to vilify (Allen) acknowledge 
that (Setencich) made a decision based on whathe 
thinks was right.” 

Speaker Setencich has already shown a will- 
ingness to work with the Assembly Republican 
Caucus. “I don’t bring...any vendettas against

In a controversial move Monday evening, 
the Washington Post and the New York Times, 
facing a deadline imposed by the Unabomber 
and upon the recommendation of FBI officials 
and Attorney General Janet Reno, announced 
their decision to yield to the Unabomber’s 
demand for the complete publication of his 
35,000-word manifesto. 

The manifesto, in accordance with the Post 
and Times announcement, was published in the 
Tuesday edition of the Washington Post as an 
eight-page insert. 

‘The manifesto outlines what the Unabomber 
believes is wrong with current society. Previously 
published excerpts from the manifesto outline the 
Unabomber’s plan to incite a revolution to destroy 
the base of technology and other industry that 
exists in the United States. The Unabomber 
believes in a return to a simpler way of life, free 
from the trappings of modern society. 

The joint venture to publish the manifesto has 
been done at an approximate cost of $30,000 to 
$40,000, the Sacramento Bee reported Tuesday. 
The costs are ones that both the Washington Post 
and the New York Times have agreed to share. The 
decision to publish in the Post, rather than the 
Times, was made due to the Post’ sability tohandle

discussed reversing Allen’s policy of shutting the 
Assembly Republicans out of decisions relating to 
their own affairs, such as the selection of a floor 
leader and the hiring of caucus staff. 

Allen, viewed by most as a pawn of Speaker- 
emeritus Willie Brown, left much of the Demo- 
cratic power structure of the Assembly intact and 
under Brown’s control and shut out Republican 
members who had criticized her for making a deal 
with what the GOP saw as the devil. Setencich 
seems more willing to shift the balance of power in 
the Assembly more heavily into the Republican 
column. 

If Setencich hopes to, remain speaker in 1996, 
he will probably have to demonstrate an ability to 
placate Assembly Republicans, With WillieBrown 
leading the polls to become the next mayor of San 
Francisco, and with the possible recall of Doris 
Allen, Setencich’s vote total drops from 41 to 39, 
not enough to maintain control of the 80-member 
Assembly. Furthermore, withouta unified caucus, 
the GOP’s hopes of holding on to their slim 
majority are marginal, andthe Democratic Caucus 
would likely aim to oust Setencich for one of their 
own in 1996. 

Constituentsand grassroots leaders agree. “Brian 
needs to get his machine going and get people 
elected and build a coalition to secure his spot,” said 
former Kem County GOP chairman Larry Start. 

Some GOP leaders are cautiously optimistic 
about Setencich publicly. “If (Setencich) is some- 
one who learns from other people’s mistakes, he’s 
sure had the opportunity to witness a whole bunch 
of them. Hopefully, he’ll be a quick study,” said 
stymied GOP caucus leader Jim Brulte. “Probably 
the best way for him to solidify his position is to 
actively fight for the (Republican) reforms that the 
Democrats have blocked all year long,” said a 
spokesman from Govemor Wilson’ s office, which 
had pressed Setencich not to accept the Assembly 
Democrats’ offer. th 

Setencich’s greatest asset might be his district. 
While both Doris Allen and Paul Horcher alienated 
their constituencies by dealing with Willie Brown 
and the Democrats and were served with recall 
elections, Republicans acknowledge that an at- 
tempt to force a recall could more easily fail in 
Sera. s St, which is more moderate that , 


outweighs the financial setbacks associated with 
the publishing of the manifesto. 

The Unabomber, a fugitive who has been at 
large since his first terrorist act in the 1978, has 
killed three people and injured 23 others in 16 mail 
bombings. The Unabomber is believed to be a 
male in his 40’s and possibly residing in Northern 


- California, perhaps specifically in the Sacramento 


region. FBI investigations have continued, thanks 
in part, to recently published excerpts of the 
Unabomber’s manifesto in several newspapers. 
The publication of the excerpts have resulted in 
several possible leads, which the FBI is following 


up. 

Washington Post publisher Donald E. Gra- 
bam, in an interview Monday evening, reassured 
that, “Neither paper has any journalistic reason to 
print this.” In a statement released to. the press, 
Graham revealed the reason for publishing the 
manifesto. “It’s difficulttoputcomplete faith in the 
word of someone with the record of violence that 
the Unabomber has. But the best advice available, 
from the FBI and others, is that the Unabomber 
may well not bomb again if his material is pub- 
lished,” he said. 

Arthur Sulzberger, publisher of the New York 
Times,echoed Graham’s sentiments inastatement 
publishedin Tuesday’s Sacramento Bee.“Whether 
you like it or not, we’re turning our pages over to 
aman who has murdered people. But I am con- 
vinced we’re making the right choice between 
bad options,” he said.

Democrats blast student aid cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Democrats 
and student groups on Tuesday criticized 
a Senate Republican proposal to cut $10 
billion from student loan programs, in 
part by shortening a six-month grace 
period after college. 

But Sen. Nancy Kassebaum, R-Kan., 
‘chairwoman of the Senate Labor and 
Human Resources Committee, defended 
the proposal, saying it spread the impact 
of cuts among banks and lending firms, 
colleges and parents while only mini- 
mally affecting students. 

“T feel it was the best we could come 
up with, frankly. My first goal was not to 
taise the cost to students if we could 
avoid it,” Kassebaum said. 

The plan would reduce to four months 


the grace period that students get before they must 
begin repaying federally guaranteed loans. 

It “strikes at the heart of our federal commit- 
ment to higher education,” said Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass. 

Democrats, led by President Clinton, 
have seized on student aid as a way to 
pummel Republican attempts to balance 
the federal budget. The seven-year Re- 
publican blueprint to cut the deficit called 
for the $10 billion cut in student loan 
programs. 

Kassebaum’s plan also would cut the 
amount the government pays to the pri- 
vate agencies and banks that administer 
student loans. And it would charge a new 
fee to colleges, based on the volume of 
their students’ loans.

Allen and Horcher’s were. 

In fact, the new speaker’s greatest threat may 
come from the same 39 Democrats who voted for 
him. The 30th Assembly District has been targeted 
by the Democrats as a vulnerable district, and they 
may direct caucus money to defeat the very person 
they elected. 

One interesting item to note is that the chaos that 
characterized the 1995 session can be attributed in 
large part to the passage of Proposition 140 in 1990,

the Unabomber imposed a three-month dead- 
line, in which he promised to stop the bloodshed 
if his manifesto were published by one of the 
two papers, and if three annual messages were 
also published. 

As of the manifesto’ s printing, no plans had 
been made for the publishing of the annual 
messages. The decision to publish was further 
made at the recommendation of both Janet Reno 
and FBI Director Lois J. Freeh in the name of 
public safety. 

While the decision to publish the Unabomber’s 
manifesto was a difficult one, both papers agree 
thatitwas done in anattemptto balance journalistic 
and humanitarian needs. 

The Washington Post, inamoyetocircumvent 
any belief of surrendering to the whims of any 
future terrorists, further reiterated its policy of 
working close with law enforcement whenever 
any similar demands are made and labeled this 
Situation as a unique one. 

Since the publishing of the manifesto, there 
has been increased demand for copies of 
Tuesday’s Washington Post. Around Sacra- 
mento, all copies had been sold as of Wednes- 
day, but more copies will be shipped into the 
area by the end of the week, said a salesperson 
for Tower Books on Watt Avenue. In a further 
effort to meet the demand, the Washington Post 
has set up an 800 number for people to call, to 
request copies of Tuesday’s edition of the pa- 
per, along with the insert of the Unabomber’s 
manifesto.
